The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors.

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Groups I and II lack 
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unity of invention because even though the inventions of these groups require the 
technical feature of determining 'spread area' between a pair of glass plates using a 
predetermined load of weight, this technical feature is not a special technical feature as 
it does not make a contribution over the prior art in view of Pillaiyar and Mohandoss 
(1981). Pillaiyar and Mohandoss discloses a pressing device to measure the pressed 
area of rice between two glass plates using a 2.5 kg load of weight (page 475-476). 

During a telephone conversation with Examiner Luana Williams and Clifford 
Mass on 5/1 1/2009, a provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the 
invention of Group II, claims 3-6. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant 
in replying to this Office action. Claims 1-2 are withdrawn from further consideration by 
the examiner, 37 CFR 1 .142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 



Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 



indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
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applicant regards as the invention. In the claims, for example, there is no antecedent 
basis for "the end point" (claim 1 , line 2), "the other end" (claim 1 , line 4), "the foot" 
(claim 1 , line 6", etc. Also, it is not clear what is meant by such recitations as "is to be 
determined" (claim 1, line 7), "spread area" (claim 1, lines 11-12), etc. Clarification is 
requested. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 3-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
FR 2 376 409. The device of FR 2 376 409 inherently determines the end point of 
cooking grains. Thus, the structural features of the instantly rejected claims are 
structurally met by the reference. While features of an apparatus may be recited either 
structurally or functionally, claims directed to an apparatus must be distinguished from 
the prior art in terms of structure rather than function. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents are cited for further teachings of devices whose 
structure is similar to that instantly disclosed.
